Lowell Obsercatory. who headed a 
group of eminent astronomers whose 
gropings in the milky way with tel­ 
escopes and cameras 
located the 
new sphere. 
Way out beyond Neptune, tagging 
bashfully behind his brothers, the 
new planet’s exact whereabout, size 
and age are still unknown, and it 
hasn't even got a name. 
Its presence was mathematically 
predicted years ago by the late Dr. 
Percival Lowell, noted scientist, who 
founded the observatory here partly 
for the very purpose of identifying 
it. Dr. W. W. Campbell, director of 
Lick Observatory, verified Lowell’s 
calculations. 
Thursday the faith in these calcu­
